The 
resulting yields were 30.72 bushels of 
shelleq corn per acre from the plots 
that received the meal; and 29.86 bush- 
els from the plots that received the 
crushed cotton seed, showing that the 
oi] had no effect- whatever on the yield 
of corn, unless it 'was a damaging effect.
